The battle was fought and is being fought to end the kind of oppression we saw in 
Calgary in December, not just so you could sit at home and feel superior and judgmental. Ken 
and Barbie are not necessarily role models, D.K.—some of us have working body parts. 


| have been engaged in this battle for the better part of thirty-five years and | have met your 
kind before, especially lately. You suffer from self-loathing and homophobia. In your case, those 
feelings are not necessarily misplaced. It was wise of you to not sign your name to that nasty 
letter. Your lack of empathy for the victims of the Goliath’s raid might make you very unpop- 
ular in your community. By not signing your name you have at least ensured that if your plastic 
life should fall apart and you need to get laid, you might still be able to get into a bathhouse. I’m 
sure you wouldn’t want to end your days sucking dick in a bus station toilet. But you probably 
will and when that day comes, well... hell, good riddance to D.K.!

Dear Outlooks, 


Mr. David Crosson, in an editorial in Outlooks February 2003, was not enthusiastic about the 
effort to achieve the right of gays to marry. 


Hugh Walpole has said that “The most wonderful of all things in life is the discovery of 
another human being with whom one’s relationship has a growing depth, beauty and joy as the 
years increase ... it is sort of a Divine accident.” 


As a Unitarian minister performing weddings (since 1967) and ceremonies of union (since 
1969) in Canada, | have seen this “Divine accident” occur between people regardless of adult 
age, race, ethnic origin or sexual orientation. 


Often | hear the rearing of children cited as the prime purpose of marriage, and the reason 
same-gender marriage should not be allowed. | have without question performed weddings for 
opposite-gender couples unable (often due to advanced years) or unwilling (often due to fear 
of the bomb or ecological collapse) to have children. On the other hand, | have seen same- 
gender couples successfully rear children, whether brought to the union from a prior relation- 
ship, born to them with the aid of donor sperm, accepted because of the incapacity of the 
children’s biological parents, or adopted. 


If a same-gender couple wishes to afford their children the legal protection of a two parent 
family, and to affirm their obligations as well as protect their access rights to their children 
should the relationship end, they should have that right.

PUBLISHER’*S COLUMN 


A lesson in evolution

As we celebrate our sixth anniversary, it’s hard to believe that so much time has passed 
since the first edition of Outlooks rolled off the presses. Over this period, 
everyone in our operation, from sales people and designers to editors 
and writers, has worked hard to provide our readers with a fresh 
perspective on gay life in Canada. We know many of you reside in 
major centres like Toronto, Vancouver and Montréal, where gay life is 
openly celebrated. But we also recognize that many of our readers 
are from smalier communities across the country—in many cases, 
people with less of an opportunity to live out and proud. With this 
diversity in mind, our editorial features are aimed at a very broad 
readership from coast-to-coast. As a monthly magazine, our 
deadlines often preclude us from being topical and news-oriented, 
meaning our focus across Canada is primarily about that very 
abstract thing we call the gay “lifestyle”. 


As a publication wholly dependent upon advertising revenue for its 
existence, the number of pages in any issue will vary based upon the advertising support 
in a particular month. For this reason, our exact page count will remain an ‘X’ factor for 
the better part of our production schedule and it is usually not confirmed until a few days 
before press time. Quite often, this can mean that some stories have to be omitted at 
the last moment because of space constraints; it can also mean that extra stories are 
needed to maintain our fifty-fifty revenue-to-content ratio based on additional advertising 
sales. Each month, our editors and layout designers work hard with the sales staff to 
make this jigsaw puzzle work and provide you with a finished magazine to enjoy. For this 
reason, we continually ask our readers to support our advertisers, as they truly do make 
Outlooks possible, month-in and month-out. Juggling work schedules and production 
times is an ongoing challenge for those involved with making each issue ready for the 
printer’s deadline every month. More often than not, this involves working weekends and 
some very late nights towards the end of the month, efforts that are not always evident

Perspective matters

Now, here’s a couple of confessions that could land me in hot water—and not one of ‘em 
has anything to do with what | do in the bedroom. For years, !’ve been mailing out cards around 
Christmas to all those near and dear and, as often as not, they express my wish for the recip- 
ient to enjoy a the spirit of the season, or words to that effect, rather than wishes for the 
merriest of Christmases. Worse, in an act of civic defiance that is right up there with paying 
one’s taxes in pennies, I’ve been substituting the words “In all of us command” for “In all thy 
sons command,” every single time | sing the national anthem, which, truth to tell, | wish we all 
did a little more often these days. 


All of which, | know, puts me way beyond the pale—a politically correct liberal with not even 
a scant hope for redemption—to a lot of people | hold dear, if not particularly near. But, just 
for the record, let me state that political correctness has a lot less to do with my attitudes than 
something called empathy, defined in my handy-dandy little desk-side dictionary as “the imagi- 
native projection of one’s consciousness into the feelings of another person; sympathetic under- 
standing.” 


All of which means that, while neither of my subversive actions has anything to do with what 
| do in the bedroom, both acts grow, I’m convinced, directly from my experiences as a gay man. 


Certainly, even in today’s far more liberal social climate, most any gay or lesbian knows what 
it is like to be invisible at times that others around us consider important. One too many family 
Christmases, Easters or the like, where your gay family is dismissed as irrelevant—or worse, 
invisible—and suddenly you start to realize that there are a lot of people left out of the whole 
notion of these traditions and that, to some degree, we've all developed our own unique idea 
of what constitutes an appropriate celebration of the winter solstice or the spring solstice or 
whatever. Some of those ideas certainly embrace religion, though not necessarily the Christian 
religion, and some of them eschew the whole notion of religion entirely. 


From there, it is but a short leap to the realization that, in demanding that everyone have a 
Merry Christmas rather than a Happy Holiday, one is putting the emphasis on Christmas and 
not on the good wishes. 


Consequently my good wishes don’t preclude a Christmas celebration, but they don’t 
demand one either. It’s up to you.

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Along the same lines, | remember vividly the day a female friend commented, during a long 
drive on a summer's day, on how excluded she felt every time she had to sing the national 
anthem and that line about “all thy sons.” My first inclination was to defend the wording and 
offer the explanation that it was all merely an extension of the whole idea of mankind, which 
is supposed to be a gender neutral term but has never been terribly good at it. 


But even while | was trying to frame those words, | recalled all the lame excuses that have 
been offered me over the years for the deliberate exclusion of gay perspectives in even the 
most simple things and | kept my mouth shut. 


The next time the occasion demanded the national anthem, | found myself choking on the 
“all thy sons” line. A bit of sober reflection—and the realization that anthems exist to make us 
feel included rather than excluded—and | was a convert to the “all of us” camp. 


Debating it, to me, now seems as ridiculous as a debate over whether or not the Brits should 
change the lyrics of their national anthem when Charles takes over the throne, to reflect a 
rather obvious change in the gender of the monarch. God save the Queen, indeed. 


But | have been called to task for both attitudes, just like I’ve been called to task for my 
attitudes toward family and my belief that the gay community has a right to have our families 
recognized by the broader community. 


Through the ensuing discussions, what I’ve come to appreciate is not so much what my 
attitudes say about me, but rather what the attitudes of those opposed to such things say about 
them. | believe far more of them are motivated by fright than by hate and fright has made them 
revert to their wild state. 


It has long been recognized that in its wild state, the human animal abhors change and is 
threatened by it. 


In its domesticated state, however, it realizes that it’s not nearly as important to the spirit of 
Christmas to wish others Merry Christmas as it is to be filled with good will toward your fellow 
men and women—regardless of their beliefs. 


It realizes that the words of the national anthem aren’t nearly as important as the feelings 
behind those words, which are only words after all. And finally, it realizes that a family ultimately 
can only be defined by itself,and that gay families have existed forever and that the legal changes 
that must surely come will change nothing but the recognition of that fact. 


And finally, it realizes that it is terribly wrong to live in fear, particularly when that fear is in 
the hearts of others. W

Joy and relief were the overriding emotions for the Outlooks Vancouver team last 
month as the magazine’s co-publisher received word that he would be permitted to 
remain in Canada. If Steven RodRozen and his spouse had to leave the country, it would 
almost certainly have meant the closure of the special Vancouver supplement of 
Outlooks magazine. 


Thanks to the enormous assistance of Vancouver-Centre Member of Parliament 
Hedy Fry and her staff, the couple, who moved here from Israel, have received permis- 
sion to remain in Canada for twelve months, which will allow them to apply for perma- 
nent status through appropriate channels. 


“Complete euphoria,” is how Steven RodRozen described their emotional reaction 
to news that the federal government had enabled them to remain in the country. 


“We have been living day-to-day for two years,” he says. “Now we can really turn 
our attention to building our lives here, helping this magazine grow and building a life 
in our new home.” 


The RodRozens chose Canada because they sought a place where they could be free 
to express themselves as a couple and where they can raise a family. They have become 
an integral part of the Vancouver community and have been welcomed by innumerable 
friends and colleagues who have shared with them the days of disappointment and hope 
that defined the past two chaotic years. 


“There were stressful moments,” says Steven RodRozen, “but | never doubted, deep 
down, that we would be able to stay. Our hearts are here and our dreams are here. | 
felt like a Canadian from the moment we set foot in our new home. We trusted in 
Canada s fairness and openness. It is a diverse and welcoming country—that’s why we 
came here.” 


Outlooks Vancouver has been enthusiastically received by readers and advertisers in 
that city since it was created as an adjunct to the national edition of Outlooks, nearly 
two years ago. Though public support for the magazine has been overwhelmingly 
positive, Vancouver team members and officials at the magazine’s head office in Calgary 
knew that the loss of RodRozen would have presented insurmountable obstacles to the 
fledgling alternative publication. 


“Steven is so central to everything Outlooks Vancouver does that attempting to start 
fresh with a new co-publisher would have presented just too many challenges,” says Roy 
Heale, publisher of the publication’s national = 
edition. “Steven has built this magazine up y 
from almost nothing to a position of promi- 
nence and centrality in Vancouver’s gay 
community. There are times in the life of a 
business when the loss of a significant 
partner can be accommodated; Outlooks 
Vancouver isn’t there yet. If we had lost 
Steven, I’m afraid we would have lost the 
magazine.”

Fashion and fundraising have gone hand in 
hand for years. In Calgary, this rings true as 
AIDS Calgary is about to celebrate the tenth 
anniversary of Calgary Cares. A fusion of 
fashion and theatre, it’s one of the most antic- 
ipated events ever held in the city. This year’s 
theme, according to show producer Jocelyn 
Flanagan, is a day in the life of the street—a 
street that most Calgarians don’t know 
exists, one that covers all walks of life. With a 
volunteer force of over 200 of the most 
creative and stylish people the city has to 
offer, it promises to be a night of fabulous 
food, great fashion and the best post-show 
party! 

One of the shows featured designers is 
Shae Barry whose atelier is called 
D1I-C.1.B2—Does It Come In _ Black? 
(www.dicib.com). His mission is simple: to 
change people’s perception of buying 
designer clothing. Barry can produce a 
custom piece or you can chose from his prét-a-porter collection. The Calgary-based designer 
is currently inspired by a dark goth/punk mood, a gritty streetwear look that’s sexy and edgy; 
a little graffiti, a little tattering—very sexy with a touch of tongue-in-cheek. Barry says he would 
like to expand the collection but is hesitant as it’s not always a broad range that the retailer will 
chose. 


“A good line has simple things as well as things that are precious and different,” he says. “If 
you concentrate only on the stuff that you think you are going to sell, you can miss out on the 
pieces that people might prefer to see.” 


D.I.C.1.B?’s menswear sells to a largely straight clientele. Barry finds this rather ironic, partic- 
ularly given the undertone of sexuality that he is inspired by and the feminine edge that he 
designs. He attributes this to the fact that women expect more from their men these 
days—they want them to look like their stylish gay best friends or their favourite boy band. He 
also presents hot club looks that clients would be hard pressed to find anywhere else. Above 
all else, he wants it to be fun. 


Pricing in the line starts at $55 for a T-shirt and goes upwards to $150 for a tailored dress 
shirt, depending on fabric chosen and the detail involved. You can walk in and purchase from 
the collection or have a customized version done for you if, say, you need a little more length 
in the torso. With production on-site, the finished custom product can be had within a reason- 
able time (usually a week, sometimes two if it’s a big project) depending, of course, on other 
projects and production during that period. Barry’s only rule is that he won't copy other work. 


“lam the first one to admit that | am a big Gucci fan, but I’m also a big Shae fan and | can 
make something that clients can be quite proud of,’ he says. “‘I like clean lines, really nice 
fabric—not atrociously priced fabrics—they need to be easy to take care of so that you can 
throw them on the floor and be able to put them on the next day. 
Something that will look great hanging over the back of someone else's 

chair!”

“Calgary Cares is momentous because | was around for 
the very first one and it’s a cause that | believe in.! wanted to 
be involved because it is near and dear to my heart after 
losing a lot of friends,” Barry says of the event and the benefit 

it provides. “It’s my way of bringing them back and having them 
with me, it’s something that they know that | would [still] be 
around doing. It’s an honour for me to do it for 
them, in their memory. From a business perspec- 
tive, it’s a great way to remind people that I’m still 
here—and | get to use drag queens! | love being 
able to do what | do and share the experience with my friends.”

Shae’s group of friends encompasses some of Calgary's chicest divas, and they will be proudly 
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Shae Barry’s work in motion 
showing off his creations on stage at the event. 


“| love what | do; it’s bizarre how much it means to me,” Barry continues. “I am asked all the 
time why | do it and | just couldn’t tell you, because there are some days that | just don’t know! 
It’s just in me”. There is an autographed picture of Cyndi Lauper hanging just inside his door and 
it totally reinforces the reality that like Ms. Lauper, Shae Barry is a creative force: he is always 
there, toiling away at his craft, and not always achieving the recognition that he deserves. 


So, on March 29th, 2003 get your nails done and your hair did (God, | love Missy Elliot!) and 
come out for a night of sumptuous seduction surrounded by the grit and glamour of the street. 
Calgary Cares 2003 will raise your spirits, as well as some funds for a cause that we need to 
remember is, unfortunately, still very much part of our world. W

When | reached performer Darrin Hagen for a 
phone interview, he was just in the middle of 
carefully constructing a flow chart guide to cross- 
gender terminology. Happily, he reports that his 
new chart covers all the grey areas. 


“We don’t have anything like this for gender 
studies”, muses Hagen. “And | think I’ve done 
it—lI’ve actually managed to fit in all those male- 
female cross-genders on one list”. 


If anyone knows gender studies, it’s Hagen. A 
recognized Canadian drag queen (that’s R.C.D.Q. 
for short), Hagen has been lecturing at various 
Canadian institutions for years, particularly on 
trans-gender issues. Rest assured, it’s a 
hobby—this is one busy “career girl”. Hagen

admits he simply has a devilish weakness for shattering myths. 


If you live in Canada, it’s not unlikely that you’ve spotted Hagen at some point before. 
A past contributor to Outlooks, Hagen spent his early career hanging out with drag divas 
(like Toronto native Christopher Peterson) before flying solo in the late-90s as co- 
founder of Edmonton’s drag company, Guys In Disguise. His first play, The Edmonton 
Queen: Not a Riverboat Story, immediately went to print, and the company’s “Tranny” 
trilogy (Tranny Get Your Gun, Lil Orphan Tranny and Tranne of Green Gables) gained a cult 
following at the Edmonton Fringe. 


The other Hagen, of course, is a TV personality. Along with his daily, Andy Rooney- 
esque rant at the end of the Canadian Learning Channel’s Help TV, viewers can find Hagen 
on Sundays as Gloria, the host of Life Channel’s newest program, Who’s On Top—and 
Canada’s first-ever drag queen to host a national series. 


“Gloria gets more camera time than | do”, bitches Hagen.“She takes up so much room!” 


Hagen has a lot more to be proud of—he’s now contributing to the changing attitudes 
towards Trans-Canadians. And with his upcoming Calgary production of Tornado Magnet: 
A Salute to Trailer Court Women, this proud Albertan ain’t done yet. In fact, he’s about to 
tackle trailer life—and for Hagen, that’s serious business. 


Tornado Magnet is the story of Dotty Parsons—supermom, queen of all things kitsch, 
wisdom goddess of the doublewide trailer and, as Hagen notes, “Head of the Family 
Relocation Inspection Committee”. The production’s been a hit for Guys In Disguise for 
four years, selling out the Winnipeg and Edmonton Fringe Festivals along with a stint at 
Regina's Globe Theatre, where Artistic Director Ruth Smilie continues to work with 
Hagen on their invention of the Loud ‘n’ Queer Cabaret. 


For Hagen, however, Tornado Magnet hits close to home. The play is a semi-autobio- 
graphical portrait of his own coming-of-age, in the mobile hometown of Rocky Mountain 
House, Alberta, just west of Red Deer. 


“The reason | wrote the play was because | got tired of people trashing trailer-life”, 
says Hagen. “So far, every time we've produced it people have shown up expecting me 
to trash white trash. All they've seen are images of people drunk and fighting and 
screwing, as if it’s the result of the trailers”. 


Hagen notes that shows like the Canadian-produced Trailer Park Boys feed the miscon- 
ceptions behind trailer life. Although he recognizes that growing up in cowboy country 
isn’t the easiest, his warm memories of youth are 
less than unusual. 


“We started out in a small trailer and it was 
very modular living,’ says Hagen. “In fact | 
remember the day we went from a forty-six-by- 
ten to a seventy-two-by-twelve trailer—wow, an 
actual living room! At one time, we moved across 
two provinces, but then my parents bought their 
trailer and settled down forever in the same 
place. Not exactly what we might expect when 
1 we think of buying a trailer.”

: Or as they now call it, Hagen stresses, “a 
4” manufactured home”. 


In creating Tornado 
Magnet, Hagen loosely 
sketched Dotty Parsons 
on his Mom (“The show 


Tornado Magnet creator

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was five years old before | had the balls to let her come and see it’, he laughs). The details 
sounds juicy enough: slide shows, decorating tips a la Trailer-Martha, the trials of living 
with a “Trailer Court Man”, even a battle against “mobile homophobia”. In portraying 
Dotty, however, Hagen balances camp with real life, never forgetting for a moment the 
memories that make Dotty so exceptional. 


“It’s dressed down—my most non-drag character”, Hagen explains. “A lot of the 
schtick that normally comes with drag isn’t there at all; in fact, | could easily see it played 
by a woman”. 


Hagen adds that the play is also his most “G-rated” script, and a lot less physical than 
his other touring production, Piledriver. The story of a gang of queer wrestlers on a cross- 
country bus tour, Piledriver hits Seattle this fall for the company’s first U.S. performance, 
and Hagen’s ready for the tours. 


“The wonderful thing about living in a city with the King of all Fringe Festivals”, says 
Hagen, “is that you can throw something out there as an experiment and then get back 
to it later. But you get so busy doing different stuff, eventually you re-discover something 
that could tour and find a longer life for itself.” 


Hagen and | agree that there’s a vast audience for drag these days and, although he 
seems happier performing in the mainstream than “preaching to the converted”, he’s well 
aware that he’s bridging an unusual gap between drag and live performance, in an area of 
Canada with a growing taste for it. 


“| was a drag queen for ten years first”, Hagen says. “But comedy has always been my 
thing. Don’t get me wrong—impersonation is an art form in 
itself—| just don’t have the face for it!” A tender moment on

“What activities are you involved in outside of your employment? Please provide 
details of any sports, hobbies, or other recreational activities and how often you partici- 
pate in these activities. Are your symptoms affecting your enjoyment of such activities?” 
This was one of the many questions the W.C.B. asked on its thirteen-page form, designed 
to assess the damage to my wrists inflicted by my former job as a glorified spell-checker. 
A few things sprang to mind instantly: | couldn’t ride my bike, lift weights, type, handwrite, 
cook, clean (not that | minded), play my guitar, hold heavy books, or have sex with the 
vigorous attention to detail | was accustomed to. 


As | filled out the form, wrists throbbing (why do they expect people with wrist 
problems to fill out a thirteen-page form anyway?), | debated whether to include that last 
item on my list. 


True, it was one of my favourite activities, one which occupied a good deal of my spare 
time, and my ability to do it was being severely compromised by my injury. | am not a 
passive, lay-on-my-back-and-try-not-to-break-a-nail type. | throw myself into the act 
whole-heartedly. | leave no curve untouched. But all my enthusiastic exploration was 
beginning to take a real toll on my wrists. Just think of the stoking, rubbing, kneading, 
tickling, teasing, touching, thrusting, penetrating, pressing and petting that accompanies 
great sex.All of it very hard on the wrists. Sometimes my wrists began to ache halfway 
through second base—with all the exploration of clit and c**** yet to come. Rubbing a clit 
is hard work, damn it, involving a lot of muscle strength, stamina and fine motor control.

The Birdcage—Trés American

The Birdcage is widely held to be a movie that, 
above all, is good for an evening of laughs. Following 
the story of a gay couple (a nightclub owner and his 
drag queen partner), who agree to play straight for an 
evening on behalf of their son for his upcoming 
wedding, The Birdcage was an American translation of 
the popular French play La Cage au Folles. The in-laws 
are a Republican senator from Ohio, his wife and 
their daughter (played by a pre-Ally McBeal Callista 
Flockhart). The whole ensemble is forced to 
overcome their prejudices against one another for 
the sake of their children. But looking deeper, is it 
really the triumph that it is lauded to be? 


For years, an American version of the play was 
discussed, but never came to fruition until director Mike Nichols cast Robin Williams for 
the part of Albert. To his surprise, Williams turned down the role of flamboyant Albert in 
favour of Armand, wanting to try something different and more elegant. Cast instead as 
Albert was the still-closeted Nathan Lane. Their combined reputations of being able to 
“cut-up” the screen were sure to be a hit, but to hedge their bets, the studio decided to 
begin playing things “safe” (read: straight), especially when it came to marketing. Thus, 
Nathan Lane appears in a suit on theatrical posters, even though he only was in one on 
screen for less than five minutes, and the trailers were fashioned as to not mention the 
words “gay”,““drag queen”, or similar. It relied entirely on straight (or closeted, as in Lane's 
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case) actors. Even the drag queen performers were not real drag queens, but straight 
dancers made-up in drag. The movie relied on star power to bring.Jn in an Say nce that 
otherwise would have skipped the movie. 


Characters within the film also tended towards the extremes: gay characters are 
almost all drag queens or otherwise extremely flamboyant, while nearly all straight 
characters are portrayed as virulently Right-wing conservatives who are not only intol- 
erant of gays, but Jews, people of colour and women who aren't housewives. The stereo- 
type of the gay character as the source of amusement is still very much prevalent here. 
The only two somewhat “balanced” perspectives come from Val and Barbara, the couple 
to be married. 


It tended to be this set of extremes that the movie relied much of its humour upon- 
they couldn’t have just gay or straight characters, they had to have such extremes that the 
clash of cultures was where the comedy of errors derived from. Now, don’t get me 
wrong—I happen to like a comedy of errors. What | object to is the fact that it wasn’t 
just a comedy based on a simple misunderstanding or a little white lie—it was a big 
whopping lie that blew entirely out of control to play into a society of intolerance. 


The source of some of this humour was also very American, in that it doesn’t translate 
too universally. The reliance on liberal/conservative, Democrat/Republican jokes are of 
very little consequence to non-Americans. In Canada, even our most Right-wing political 
parties are still liberal compared to most American ones. There was also the American 
cinematic technique of heaping oppression. In American movies, there are seldom just 
“gay” characters—they almost always end up being both gay and Jewish. Not that there’s 
anything wrong with that—a close friend of mine is both Jewish and gay, but the fact that 
American cinema uses this device ad nauseum must lead the American public to think that 
all gay men are Jewish, or vice-versa. 


All of these things combined made for one of the movie's biggest flaws, in that it 
attempted to do too much, and didn’t do enough. It was a movie about prejudice and 
reconciliation, be it gay or straight, Jewish or gentile, Democrat or Republican. And in the 
end, the director declares that this wasn’t a movie about gay people, but a movie about 
family. And that, | feel, is the biggest disappointment. It didn’t stop the Hollywood press 
from going on about famous actors playing gay characters. It didn’t stop the endless 
parade of self-congratulation from the cast and crew, and the subsequent pandering of the 
gay community for a movie that they felt finally represented them in a positive light. And 
when you realize that this lauded gay movie is kept strictly within a straight box, the 
humour loses something.

Two Cheers For Canada

“What the public really loathes in homosexuality is not the thing itself but having to think 
about it.” —E.M Forster 


For the first half of the 20th century, citizens in the western democracies enjoyed the cruel 
luxury of not having to think about, let alone acknowledge the existence of, their homosexual 
follow citizens. State sanctioned persecution at worst, or indifference at best, was the fate that 
this substantial but largely invisible minority endured. 


The veils of ignorance and prejudice surrounding homosexuality began to be lifted in the 
late 1950s with the publication of the landmark Wolfsden Report in England, which advocated 
the decriminalization of consensual homosexual conduct. The seeds of a more benign attitude 
towards gays was slightly later arriving in North America and came about largely as a by- 
product of the ongoing sexual revolution in which the baby-boomer generation, with new 
technologies (the pill) and more modern ideologies (feminism, civil rights) in hand, began to 
question the traditional and rigidly defined gender, family and sexual roles. In Canada, Pierre 
Trudeau was a reflection (if not always in the vanguard) of this emerging attitude of 
cosmopolitanism. As Justice Minister, Trudeau made his political reputation by modernizing 
and liberalizing Canadian laws on divorce, abortion and homosexual conduct and when he 
famously observed that “the state has no business in the bedrooms of the nation”, he 
summed up an emerging generational ethos. 


Against this fragile progressive political background, gays in the 1960s began to self- 
consciously identify themselves as such and started to demand far-reaching changes in 
Canadian laws as they related to their civil and legal rights. Although most of these early 
attempts at political and legal reform initially failed, these gay rights pioneers were able to 
bequeath to subsequent generations a legacy of raised political consciousness, a greater profile 
in a once indifferent political arena and a viable lobbying infrastructure. 


During the eighties, gay activists and their allies took advantage of the decentralized nature 
of the Canadian federation and opportune political circumstances (namely the defeats of 
conservatively inclined governments in Quebec in 1976 and in Ontario in 1985) and concen- 
trated their efforts on fighting police bathhouse raid related harassment and on securing the 
passage of human rights legislation. The success of these efforts had the ultimate effect of 
‘normalizing’ the gay rights debate as part of the regular and ongoing democratic dialogue. As 
a consequence of these debates and the resulting media coverage they produced, Canadians 
as a rule became more aware of the struggles for gay rights. Public opinion data mirrored 
these trends with the approval of homosexuality rising from twenty-eight percent in 1975 to 
forty-eight percent in the key eighteen to thirty-four-year-old demographic age group, while 
over eighty percent of Canadians polled in 1990 agreed with the statement that ‘homosexuals 
are entitled to the same rights as other Canadians’. In 2001 a study found that sixty-four 
percent of Canadians agreed that same-sex marriages should be legally recognized. 


The adoption of the Charter of Rights and Freedoms proved to be a significant, if occasion- 
ally problematic, vehicle for the advancement of gay rights. Initially excluded from Charter 
protections, gays and their allies lobbied for inclusion and court rulings at mid-decade ‘read’ 
gay rights under the umbrella of section 15 of the Charter. The various levels of the Canadian 
judiciary in their rulings have been generally sympathetic to the advancement of gay rights, 
most notably in cases that allowed gays to serve openly in the military (1992), to adopt 
children (1995) and to receive protection afforded by Ontario family law (1999). Other 
rulings applied human rights protection to teachers serving in the private sector (1998) and 
extended marriage rights to same-sex couples (2002). 


Admittedly, some Canadian court rulings have gone against the cause of gay rights, most 
notably the Egan case (1995), which denied spousal benefits to a gay partner. These occasional 
judicial setbacks have led some critics in the gay community to question the political utility of 
a gay rights strategy that is based narrowly on legal activism. Ideally, of course, a successful gay 
rights strategy is one in which a fully engaged political activist base complements and 
strengthens the work undertaken by its legal representatives. Ultimately it would be a costly 
mistake for the partisans of gay rights to abandon or scale down their work in the legal arena, 
since this is an area in which Charter Canadians have shown increasing support for issues 
dealing with civil liberties. 


This brief overview highlights the extent to which Canada has evolved and become a leader 
in progressive gay politics. The federal government’s recent decision to allow gay partners to 
sponsor one another in immigration cases and the Quebec government's decision to estab- 
lish registration partnerships puts Canada in the forefront of the gay rights struggle once 
again. Certainly our nation’s record is favourable when contrasted with the United States, 
where a much stronger and politically viable anti-gay Christian fundamentalist constituency 
still enjoys the power to veto progressively inclined legislation. The Canadian record also 
contrasts favourably with EU nations, perhaps with the exception of the more progressive 
states of Sweden and the Netherlands. 


Despite all the progress that has been made in terms of gay rights, work remains to be done 
on an overcrowded agenda, particularly in the areas of combating overzealous Canadian 
Customs censorship of gay materials, securing a more generous and stable source of AIDS 
prevention funding, and mobilizing a larger and more politically activist constituency to move 
gay rights forward. 


Still, in the struggle that lies ahead for homosexual equality, gays and their allies can draw 
upon considerable resources, ranging from a rich heritage of gay activism and general support 
of gay rights from four of five of Canada’s federal parties to public opinion that is reflective of 
enduring Canadian values (a belief in a modern and activist state) and a generally supportive 
judiciary. These varied societal elements suggest that the emancipation of gay lives will 
continue into the 2|st century. W

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A fond farewell 
to Village Clinic 


It was started in 1984 as a direct response to the terrifying AIDS epidemic of the 1980s and 
its name reflected its location: Winnipeg's Village Clinic got the moniker because it was estab- 
lished in Osborne Village, the gay area of Winnipeg. It began life as an idea discussed around 
the kitchen tables of a few key players, including Dr. Dick Smith, and for several years, it operated 
with volunteers and no government funding.

It had premises on the north side, then the south side, of Corydon Avenue but it has since 
moved to the heart of Winnipeg, servicing a downtown population at Broadway and Maryland. 
It is still an important provider of health care services for the GLBT population and it has led 
the fight to provide integrated medical, counselling and educational services. Many of its clients 
are living with HIV or AIDS and an increasing number are now aboriginal. Quite a few are co- 
infected with HIV and hepatitis. 


On Thursday, February 20, the final curtain fell on Village Clinic, with a windup reception at 
Winnipeg’s Union Centre, hosted by Mayor Glen Murray and Winnipeg City Council. The aim 
was to acknowledge the clinic’s pioneering role and pay tribute to its founders, staff and 
hundreds of volunteers. 


Village Clinic will legally exist for a few more months, but its work is now being taken over 
by the integrated Nine Circles Community Health Centre, which was formed from the amalga- 
mation of Kali Shiva AIDS Services, Village Clinic Inc., the Aboriginal AIDS Task Force and the 
AIDS Shelter Coalition. 


All four organizations are housed in the same building and an interim Nine Circles board has 
been slowly acquiring the assets and responsibilities of four previous boards, including that of 
Village Clinic Inc., the main player in the marriage. On March 31, an annual general meeting will 
be held for the new entity and its first directly elected board will take office. 


The transition has been presided over by executive director John Stinson, a former A.C.A.P. 
official, who once held the position of education coordinator in the fledgling Village Clinic. 


Stinson took over as education coordinator from another Village Clinic employee named 
Glen Murray, the current openly gay Mayor of Winnipeg and guest speaker at the windup. Ina 
thoughtful and sensitive speech Mayor Murray said he moved to Winnipeg in 1986 and the 
GLBT scene then was very different with very few people being “out”. 


“Even Svend Robinson was still in the closet back then,’ Murray recalled. “Then gay men 
began to get sick and no one understood what the sickness was—and there wasn’t even AZT 
to treat it at that point.” 


Murray said he personally lost forty friends to the new illness in a very short time and there 
was tremendous anxiety among gay men whenever they had the flu or felt at all sick. People 
were feeling their necks for lumps and fearing they had the dreaded new sickness even when 
they might just have the flu. 


Mayor Murray says it was theAIDS crisis that changed his life. It became clear that the GLBT 
community had to empower itself and make things happen—including the creation of a GLBT 
clinic—if any progress was to be made. 


“The reason | changed my own life and am mayor today is because of a man called Jim Farley 
who was dying of AIDS,” he told the audience. “Jim was the eighth person here to die of the 
disease and also the first to speak publicly about it and give interviews.” 


Farley asked the young Murray that if it were he who were dying instead of him, what would 
he have wanted to achieve with his life and what epitaph he would want on his tombstone. 


“He made me seriously think about what | really wanted to achieve and he encouraged me 
to act and pursue my dreams,” Murray said. “He told me we are all going to die eventually and 
we must pursue our dreams and find the courage to be who we really are.” 


Farley died two weeks after their conversation and made a profound impression on Murray: 
“He was dying of AIDS, but [he] had more impact on me and my values in those two weeks 
than anything in the previous twenty years. He told me if | wanted a clinic | must go and fight 
for it. He also told me the real failure is not in not winning, but in not ever trying. That man 
changed my values and my life.” 


Murray said the community and media at first blamed gay men, who already had low self- 
esteem for the AIDS epidemic and regarded them as “plague carriers”. But the crisis forced 
many people to come out and fight for a change in attitudes. They demanded that government 
create an infrastructure to deal with the problem and the rest is history. 


Roy Purvis, last president of Village Clinic and a member of the interim transition board for 
Nine Circles, said Village Clinic was a pioneer in many fields, including treatment and health 
education. The model of integrated medical services, counselling and broad education was 


revolutionary and became a model for other 
places. He said the clinic was involved in the 
first consultations on AIDS with the federal 
}and provincial governments and it raised 
public awareness and forced the entire 
| community to see HIV as a community 
| problem rather than just a problem for gay 
men, to be ignored by society as a whole. 


“We came up with the phrase ‘It’s not who 
| you are but what you do, and that was later 
adopted across Canada in many education 
campaigns,’ Purvis said. 


He also paid tribute to the hundreds of 
unpaid board 
members who helped ensure the 
survival of Village Clinic through hard 
financial and emotional times. He also 
noted that the battle to force govern- 
ments to pay attention has resulted in a doubling of the clinic’s budget in the past four years.

In conclusion, executive director John Stinson said the new Nine Circles organization has a 
strong commitment to integrated care and has a firm commitment to honour the culture and 
values of the aboriginal population. A recent survey of aboriginal and Métis clients showed they 
felt safe at the clinic and that their values and persons are respected by both staff and volun- 
teers. 


He said the Nine Circles name represents different aspects and values of the integrated 
service, though some wags have suggested the pains of integration suggest it is named after the 
nine circles of hell in Dante's inferno 


“We intend to go on casting our net through the community and one day we might end up 
as the Ninety Two Circles,’ Purvis added. W

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There are few films that can dig into the 
morality surrounding man-boy relationships, 
but two recent films do just that. In their 
diverse depictions of the older man persona, 
they raise tougher questions on age of 
consent and paedophilia. 


James Bolton’s 2000 release Eban and 


Charlie, which came out only last fall on video 
and DVD, is the love story that dare not 
speak its name. Eban (Brent Fellows) is a 
twenty-nine-year-old schoolteacher from 
Seattle who returns to his parent’s house in 
Seaside with a dark secret. There he meets 
Charlie (Giovanni Andrade), an introverted 
teenager who spends most of his time 
strumming guitar and writing poetry in his 
bedroom. When a connection develops 
between both characters, the result plays 
out as surprisingly bittersweet. 


Bolton himself is quoted as viewing age of 
consent issues on a “case by case basis”, and 
Eban and Charlie takes it time to establish a 
compassionate view of young love before 
deciding. The story easily bring us back to 
our own first relationships, the kind we 
know won't last but that still clutch our 
hearts. 


The film has its flaws—a slow pace, poor 
lighting and limited photography—but Eban 
and Charlie also has several redeeming quali- 
ties. For starters, Charlie’s coming out is 
secondary to the film, giving us more room 
to focus on the love story. Charlie also has 
a more control over his situation than we 
often allow teens in film, striking a more 
realistic note on youth in general. Eban’s 
character, meanwhile, is also well rounded, 
both humane and dangerous in spirit. 


Both actors’ performances are good, and 
Bolton refreshingly keeps us wading in the 
love story before reality floods in during the 
last half-hour. And guess what? There’s even 
a surprisingly refreshing ending that doesn’t

have someone being shot to death. 


Eban and Charlie sometimes moves 
towards melodrama, but Bolton pulls the 
reigns back quickly into the simplicity of 
hopeless love, one we can somehow appre- 
ciate and even fight for in spite of our views. 


Where Brent Fellow’s portrayal of Eban 
stirs up some level of compassion for twink- 
lovers, Brian Cox's character of “Big John” 
easily destroys that empathy in the 2001 film 
LIE. Cox, who worked wonders as the 
father-figure in The Lost Language of Cranes, 
does double-time as a boy-lover in Michael 
Cuesta’s controversial film. ‘L.I.E’ stands for 
Long Island Expressway, and Cuesta tends to 
use the acronym’s double-meaning to under- 
score almost every character's ruthless side 
in this story. 

Cox dominates the film with his perform- 
ance. Big John is the kind of older paedophile 
most of us associate with predator, complete 
with polaroids. Howie Blitzer (Paul Franklin 
Dano) is a little rich kid hanging out with the 
wrong crowd, and breaking into houses with 
friends like Gary (Billy Kay), who 
unbeknownst to Howie, is a hustler with 
little to lose. When Big John catches the pair 
breaking into his house and Gary disappears, 
Howie finds himself alone with Big John, 
paying a rather unusual debt to society. 


The performances are top-notch, with an 
unwavering tension and pace. Cuesta is 
uncompromising in exploring America’s 
underbelly in LLE, and the film’s frantic 
realism and stark images are right on the 
level. It’s very rare for anyone to comfort- 


ably behold a kid befriending a child 
molester, but by the time this happens, 
Cuesta has already given us an under- 
standing portrait of carefree gay youth and 
the lost intimacy of today’s generation. 


LLE. is thankfully not just a dark film about 
sexual adolescence and paedophilia. In fact, 
there are several humourous and dramatic 
curves that equally enhance the film’s central 
characters. As Big John, Cox is so powerful 
that he even manages to turn the table 
towards the film’s end, showing us enough of 
a shred of humanity that we are able, for a 
moment, to embrace him. Unlike Eban and 
Charlie, the film does pull out the predictable 
guns by the end, but in this urban environ- 
ment, at least we can expect it. 


Both Eban and Charlie and LIE feature 
fifteen year-old characters with harsh 
fathers, who have, coincidentally, lost their 
mothers in car accidents. I’m still not sure 
what that’s about, but thankfully, Freud 
doesn’t intervene in either film. No matter 
how pre-disposed your opinions are on our 
age of consent, Eban and Charlie and LIE 
provide some entertaining food for thought.

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Jason Braver named top DJ

The first time Jason Brauer held a piece of wax known as the twelve-inch single, he 
knew that his affinity with music would amount to more than just a brush with a K-Tel 
compilation. While the late ‘70s introduced electronic dance music through the unforget- 
table and peerless efforts of Kraftwerk and Giorgio Moroder, it wasn’t until the early ‘80s 
that electronic dance music was brought on by mainstays such as New Order, Depeche 
Mode and Human League. During that era, the twelve-inch single had commercial viability 
in the mainstream as all major record labels released countless singles and LPs to match 
the domesticity of turntables at the time. As long as there is dance music, there will be 
vinyl, and there will be a need for people to drop the needle. Watching a diamond-plated 
stylus glide across the plate to produce sounds provided by the embedded grooves is 
something so primitive yet unmatched by a compact disc player. With CDs making a 
precarious dent in vinyl sales, almost making vinyl, along with turntables, obsolete, the 
amount of vinyl being produced was solely (and sometimes exclusively) made for disc 
jockeys. 


In 1986, Morrissey howled “Hang the DJ”. His words mocked the aspiration of those 
who chose to educate clubbers and listeners alike using synthetic grooves as books and 
dancefloors as classrooms. That did not stop the sprout of DJs who seemed to resurge 
in the late-‘80s/early-‘90s when dance music in the UK seemed to explode and take on a 
new form.The birth of house music detonated a bomb overseas and had an impact on 
North America to some degree, but we just never quite caught up with them. The influ- 
ence from our Euro-neighbours was enough for many, like Jason Brauer, to nurture their 
love and respect for the music to play and spin to a level that would weave a tapestry on 
the dancefloor, to enlighten, entice and arouse those who choose to believe with an open 
mind and heart. 


Outlooks Vancouver held a citywide competition for those spinsters who vied for dance- 
floor allegiance with more than a dozen of the city’s most ambitious, raw talent. It was D} 
Jason Brauer who catapulted himself to win the Best Gay & Lesbian (And Gay-Friendly) 
D] of the Year with his distinctive style, his creativity and his undying devotion and respect 
for the music he loves.

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Brauer humbly explains the dichotomy of how a turntable can be seen as an instru- 
ment (just like a guitar), where a DJ can manipulate sounds, grooves, basslines and vocals 
to create not only a flow but an atmosphere and pure energy. Merging two songs 
together isn’t as simple as it looks. In 1998, Brauer sought to purchase his first set of 
decks, thus initiating himself into the melting pot of DJs that seemed to emerge along with 
the onslaught of European dance music, which laid the blueprint of the resurgence of club 
culture. With hours turning into days, weeks into months, it was a labour of love for 
Brauer to teach himself how to combine records and to foster his technique towards 
building the perfect set, each one unique and conveying a different story each time. His 
affiliation with Soundproof (a collective of DJs, friends and fans of electronic music) gave 
him his first DJ set at a party called Trancemission. Brauer later held residencies at various 
hotspots in the Lower Mainland, namely at an underground afterhours called Mainland, 
which catered to a predominantly gay clientele. 


While his musical tastes were quite radical from the vocal house that was prevalent in 
club dens and other respective afterhours venues, Brauer’s D] sets provided a slight devia- 
tion and alternative, to which the crowds were ecstatic, raising arms and swaying 
glowsticks to monstrous breakdowns and epic buildups. Brauer’s DJ technique is akin to 
his biggest influence, John Digweed, for whom building a set implies teasing, elevating and 
educating the crowd with a mixture of sounds, never sticking to one particular genre. 
Brauer’s style is that of smoothing over the crowd initially with simple, minimal vocal 
house, building up with some progressive house, tribal house and epic techno, finally 
culminating in euphoric trance, only to leave the listener/dancer/trainspotter bewildered 
and breathless. Other residencies at The Lotus, The Drink and The Palladium have 
amounted in broad exposure for his unrivalled technique. By now, his affiliations with 
various promoters and sound collectives left him with a desire to seek out new experi- 
ences, never leaving any stone unturned. Being lured into the middle of the desert during 
The Burning Man Festival of 2001, Brauer found himself placed alongside worldwide talent 
such as Paul Oakenfold and then-protege Hernan Cantaneo. Playing at the Illuminaughty 
Camp again a year later helped Brauer demonstrate his growing talent to a wider 
audience and has since yielded regular appearances at Burning Man parties in San 
Francisco and Vancouver. 


Throughout his humble beginnings to his present standing, Brauer remains of his 
accomplishments. A DJ is only so good as the music he spins.As Brauer explicitly relays 
his best advice to any aspiring DJs, he denotes that love and a honed knowledge of the 
music you wish to spin is essentially the foremost, important tool one should have—being 
able to read your audience and play for them, just as a storyteller would tell a tale.

Ewing was born in Calgary and came to Vancouver in 1967 with her family, graduating from 
Carson Graham secondary in North Vancouver. She worked in the construction industry, in 
glass and glazing and as an estimator for a family business, as well as at Starbucks for several 
years. She attended Trebas Recording Institute where she graduated with a diploma in 
Recording Arts Management and currently works for the federal government. Ewing is the only 
female in the bass section of the Vancouver Lesbian and Gay Choir and she plays and coaches 
baseball in the Mabel League. She was parade director for the VPS last year. 


Atkinson was born and raised in Flin Flon, Manitoba, and moved to the big city (Winnipeg) 
to attend the University of Manitoba where he completed a Ph.D. in Clinical Psychology. Before 
coming to Vancouver to complete his internship year, he had never intended on living in B.C., 
but, he fell in love with 
Vancouver and returned to 
live here “...with nary a 


thought of ever living 
anywhere else.” 
He worked for the 


Forensic Psychiatric Services 
Commission, where he 
developed expertise in the 
assessment and management 
of risk with sexual and 
violent offenders. Before 
leaving the Commission two 
years ago, Atkinson was the

and participating in developing and teaching courses in the Sex Offender Awareness Certificate 
Program at the Justice Institute of B.C. For several years, he has been an Adjunct Professor in 
the Department of Psychology and an appointment as a Clinical Associate of the Clinical 
Psychology Training Center at Simon Fraser University. 


His career changed course quite suddenly when, together with his business partners Vince 
Marino, Steve Bauer and Michael Duprat, he applied for a liquor license to establish a pub on 
Davie Street. He is now a partner in both the Fountainhead Pub and The Pumpjack Pub. He 
splits his work time between his private practice and the pubs, and continues to teach at the 
Justice Institute and to supervise the occasional student. 


Atkinson has long been active in volunteering and has a diversity of community service 
experience that includes serving on the board of a gay men’s health clinic in Winnipeg and on 
the board of the Vancouver Gay Volleyball Association for five years. He is also on the board of 
the Davie Village Community Day and of the Davie Village Business Improvement 
Association—now as president. 


Ewing recently suggested to Atkinson that they might as well be married since they spend 
so much time together these days. Atkinson replied that it wasn’t such a bad idea since, while 
it wouldn’t change his absent love life, it would have definite tax advantages. 


Outlooks: Why did you agree to co-chair the VPS? 

Ewing: Because | was brought up with the belief that you stand up for what you believe. | 
believe in the strength and power of a unified community and that the VPS has the opportunity 
to play a key role in bring us all together. 

Atkinson: As Shawn and | are the only two people remaining from the previous year’s 
board—even with only a meager one-year of experience under our belts—assuming this role 
was almost more a necessity than a choice. However, it is nonetheless a role we both assumed 
willingly. 

Outlooks: What are your top priorities for your term as co-chair? 

Both: Bring the community together to create Vancouver Pride 25, the best Pride yet; paying 
off the VPS debt; continuing to develop VPS and its role in the community; making the Pride 
board more public, accessible and approachable; developing an infrastructure that allows us to 
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operate the Society in a manner similar to other cities putting on big Pride events, such as 
Toronto and Montréal. 


Outlooks: What variety of breakfast cereal best reflects your personality? 
Ewing: Fruit Loops most likely, although | truly am a Cheerios kid. 


Atkinson: | can’t simply accept the status quo and | feel a compulsion to “get things moving.”

Adventures of Winnie the Pooh. 


Atkinson: For work: Treating Incest:A Multiple Systems Perspective, by Trepper and Barrettt

Outlooks: The film that has most influenced your life? 


Ewing: West Side Story ...partially because | really enjoy the music, partially because of actual 
story. 


Atkinson: | am not sure | want to admit this, but while many films have moved me in some 
way, | think that the only one | know that influenced me in some truly fundamental way is the 
original Planet of the Apes series of films—don’t even talk to me about the re-make! | was fairly 
young when | saw those films and they made me begin to think about humanity's essential 
nature and to question the extent to which aggression, need for power, dominance and control 
are part of that essence. 


Outlooks: Favourite Vancouver moment?

With Scott Bolton’s slightly rugged exterior, you would never expect him to be an 
unabashed Broadway singer, dancer and entertainer. At age thirty-seven, Bolton has 
reached the proverbial second wind in his singing career, reaching for the top, yet having 
a heap of fun along the way. What we have here is a bona fide entertainer, one that is 
having just as much fun as his audience 


Bolton performed at Outlooks’ First Annual Gay and Lesbian (and Gay-Friendly) D] 
Competition in February. What we didn’t know about our prodigal son is that he had 
gone through a thirteen-year sabbatical from his performance career to pursue other 
interests. 


Bolton speaks fondly of his family, who 
displayed an immense amount of support during 
his formative years of vocal and performance 
training. His earliest memory of performing is 
about at the age of five, when Papa Bolton would 
be playing music for his animated, energetic son, 
who would “circle the house, just dancing and 
singing,’ foreshadowing his entertainment career. 


At age sixteen, he began his formal training in 
dancing, then attended Ryerson, studying to 
become a Shakespearian actor—which didn’t 
quite fit the bill. He quickly focused on the 
movement aspect of his artistic expression, 
honing his vocal skills, with an agent on board and 
a couple of tours across Canada and the United 
States under his belt. 


Once the novelty of commercial theatre wore 
off at the age of twenty-three, Bolton decided to 
suspend his performance career indefinitely and Multi-talented Scott Bolton 
seek something more secure, which resulted in a more 
corporate direction. Bolton looks back and says that he should have found “a niche in 
alternative theatre and gone that route.” 


Instead, he found himself veering into different ventures. One was to embark on an 
entrepreneurial endeavour of his own, designing lighting and fixtures for office spaces. The 
business grew to a point where Bolton couldn’t maintain the operation solely by himself, 
so he sought out a new opportunity, this time in the finance sector in Seattle. 


Which brings us to 2003. Bolton is now stationed in Vancouver, holding down a 
marketing and promotions position and is looking to revive his singing career. He is not 
looking back at any lost time, only to make the best of what he has to offer. Bolton is 
working with producer Lynn Gardner on a couple of select tracks slated for release by 
the year’s end, with a full-on marketing plan to promote the songs to radio and dance- 
floors across the country, as well as licensing the tracks out to compilations for even 
more exposure. The beauty and sheer brilliance of a true entertainer shows in an ability 
to make the craft look easy and accessible. Bolton maintains a calm demeanor and confi- 
dence on stage (while deep inside, still harbouring a degree of stage-fright), all the while 
showing us what a true entertainer should be. W

Reality-based television is suffering. Access Hollywood 
will never compete with our ET; 60 Minutes is a bore and 
formerly inventive game shows like Survivor are relying on 
the same old tricks. 


For months now, Vancouver-based producer Daniel 
Leipnik has been creating a remedy. Out on TV, British 
Columbia’s first weekly gay and lesbian newsmagazine 
series, will begin airing this spring on Shaw and Delta cable 
systems. Readers of Outlooks are already familiar with the 
concept—think Primetime Live if Diane Sawyer were dating 
Barbara Walters. Or maybe Leipnik explains it better.

community is likely to experience, and many 
that we will never come to know: travel, sex, religion, lifestyle, news, fitness, relationships, 
finance, etc,’ he continues. 


The need for such a show comes at the request of a growing gay and lesbian popula- 
tion in British Columbia—one of the largest per capita in North America. 


“Where a gay and lesbian community exists, information about what’s going on in the 
community is necessary”, Leipnik explains. He sees the show as a terrific avenue to bridge 
the gaps in society that can often lead to a lack of understanding. 


“It’s important that the heterosexual community sees gay-themed programming 
regularly on TV so that ‘gay and lesbian’ becomes commonplace and a part of everyday 
life in middle North America.”

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past though, so setting out on such a television 
journey may prove to be a little nerve-wracking. 
Leipnik thinks it still comes down to one impor- 
tant element. 


“Like any show on TV, you’ve got to start with 
a great idea, have a qualified production team that 
can pull it off and deliver exceptional quality on 
time,” he says. 


To deliver that exceptional quality, Out on TV is 
relying on credible, professional reporters and 
hosts with diverse backgrounds—each bringing a 
unique perspective to the weekly series.

“The professionalism you'll see on Out on TV is a 
reflection not only of consumer demand for quality programming,” says Leipnik, “but also 
a reflection of a passion to create high-grade TV programming.” 


And on-air talent won't be the only ones calling the shots. Viewers will have a huge say 
in what issues Out on TV tackles. 


“Our viewers are an integral component of the show as the show represents the 
community,” Leipnik stresses. “Out on TV will feature the viewers in reality-style segments 
and panel discussions. And our celebrity personality drag queen, Momma, will come to 
visit them to help resolve issues. We also have volunteer positions so people interested 
in a career in TV and film may apply to become involved in our production team.” 


But it’s not just aspiring Spielbergs taking notice. Weeks before the show’s debut, the 
anticipation is building. 

“When [members of] the community learn that there is going to be a regular half-hour, 
weekly TV series for them, they are ecstatic,” Leipnik says. “It’s a great example of how 
interested the community is in having their own show.” 


The excitement will undoubtedly continue when Out on TV makes its way into local 
listings via Shaw and Delta Cable later this spring.

ee Olympic bid 
7 gets boost

4 Interesting results from the Olympics plebiscite Feb. 22. The nearly-fifty percent 
of voters who made it to the polls was an enormously successfully turnout. Even regular 
civic elections haven’t usually brought so many voters to the polls (though last 
November's turnout peaked over the fifty percent mark). Considering the plebiscite was 
“non-binding,” the degree of interest on both the Yes and the No sides was admirable. 
The Yes side won, as most people know now, by a nearly two-to-one margin. But the 
plebiscite had interesting resonance for the gay community, with its new clout on city 
council.We have two out city councillors now and they fell on different sides of this issue. 
Tim Stevenson, a United Church minister and former NDP cabinet member, sided with 
Mayor Larry Campbell as a supporter of the games. Ellen Woodsworth, a longtime 
community activist with deep roots in the Downtown Eastside, came out against the 
games, as did some other of her council colleagues. The divisions between the two gay 
councillors was symptomatic of a larger disagreement over the Olympics. For those (like 
us) who tend to read the entrails of such elections, some of the local results were partic- 
ularly illustrative. Some of the strongest support for the Yes side came from the 
downtown peninsula. For example, voters at the Roundhouse Community Centre, in 
Downtown South, supported the games by a massive margin of nearly four-to-one. The 
West End margins were much closer.At King George high school, on Denman Street, the 
results were 3,557 Yes to 2,543 No. Lord Roberts elementary saw a similarly strong, 
though not overwhelming, trend toward the Yes side. 


The No side won just three polling stations—all of them on the Eastside—and none 
of them by more than a couple of hundred votes. Templeton secondary, near the 
Commercial Drive and Victoria Drive neighbourhoods, was one of the closest stations, 
but the Yes side took it as well. 


The results were overwhelming and decisive for the Yes side, but they do contain the 
residue of some regional divisions that reflect back to the traditional east-west schism in 
this city. The divisions may be replicated in the gay community between gay men, who 
have a strong presence in the West End, and lesbians, who have strong roots on the 
Eastside, and may remind us that gays and lesbians in this city have some very fundamental 
internal political differences to wrestle with. 


The International Olympic Committee will announce this summer which city will get 
the games.

Bashing; it’s not just for 


gay people anymore

One night, while walking home you are attacked and gay-bashed. The unthinkable has finally 
happened to you. So what do you do? You managed to collect information about your attackers, 
what they looked like and even a license plate number.Who should you call? 


Velvet Steele and Jack Herman know about assaults in the West End. Herman operated the 
Bashline for a year and Steele was a victim of a recent assault. They know how the system is 
supposed to work and their experiences has shown them how effective that system is. 


“Unless you call 911, nothing is going to happen,’ Herman says. “You're not going to get an 
incident number unless you call 911. E-Comm is supposed to take that call, assign it a file 
number and give it to the cops on patrol. The problem is, in my experience with dealing with 
the victims, is that often E-Comm is not taking the call seriously. The thing to do when you call 
911 is to say you're being physically assaulted or your life is in danger and you need a police 
office immediately. That's what you have to do.” 


That's how the system is supposed to work. But what happens when it breaks down? When 
Steele was assaulted, she found E-Comm staffers and the police officers that arrived at the 
scene didn’t take her seriously.Worse yet, she was told by one of the officers that she could be 
charged with unlawful confinement for holding one of her attackers until the police arrived. 


“Inspector David Jones [whose responsibilities include the West End] is attributing most of 
it to a breakdown in communication. And that breakdown in communication seems to be 
between E-Comm and the attending officers,’ Steele says.“‘l’m having a bit of a problem agreeing 
with that. So far, Inspector Jones has apologized for the behaviour of the police. He said they 
were trying to implement some changes with the way E-Comm deals with informing officers 
attending the scene as to what is taking place. 


“Pve been told that the information given to E-Comm was not properly processed, and that 
the officer did not properly read the information, either. | still have a problem with the police 
acting as judge, jury and trial on the street.” 


She never received an apology from the officers who attended the scene and it’s unknown 
if they are still working in the West End. Steele would like to see the police trained to deal with 
volatile situations like the one she faced. She found their training lacking and thinks it would 
improve the relations between the GBLT community and the police if the community knew 
the police were taking these calls seriously. 


The officers who responded to her assault never gave her a file number.According to Steele, 
neither did the 911 staff when she phoned them, twice, to report the assault. Despite the fact 
that she held one of her attackers until the police arrived, no charges were laid against them 
and they are still, presumably, roaming the streets. 


With the police failing her, she reported the attack to the now defunct Bashline and its sole 
operator, Jack Herman. He gathered the details and pressed the police to assign the case a file 
number. The number was presented to Steele at her second meeting with the police. 


Herman had spent a year working at the Bashline, only to find that many of reports to the 


police weren't even being reviewed. From her own experience, Steele found that when she was. 


attacked, the police didn’t take it seriously and even when she held her attacker she was the 
one threatened with charges. At that time, they realized there was a problem, but what could 
they do about it? 


They decided to start collecting stories from people who've been assaulted in the area. They 
want to see if there are any patterns to the attacks. 


“So far we've got a good assortment of stories over a wide timeline as well. We're finding 
that most of them are not responding to the police or reporting them to the police because 
they've had a drink or two,’ Steele says. 


“Just because you've been to a club and had a drink or two doesn’t mean you're asking to 
be assaulted. You still have the right to protection by the police,’ Herman adds. 


So far, they haven’t found any specific trouble spots in the West End. Herman said the attacks 
are happening all over the community. At one of their meetings with the police, the police 
showed a map of where the assaults are taking place. They are on the easy-to-patrol streets of 
Robson, Granville and Davie. But Steele and Herman are finding that most of the people 
reporting to them are placing the assaults on the side streets where it’s rare to see a patrol car. 


“The majority of the assaults are happening off of the main strips, in towards the heart of 
the community. When there's no one around to watch or see what's going on. That’s where the 
most damage is taking place and the most serious crimes that are hate motivated are taking 
place,” she says. 


“We are finding since we put out the call for stories that there is a vehicle involved in a lot 
of these incidents. There seems to be a very dark coloured SUV involved in a number of these 
assaults,” Herman says. 


So should people stay on the main streets where the traffic is high, as is recommended? 
Steele doesn’t think it makes a difference. She recommends people travel in groups and always 
be aware of their surroundings. 

“Don’t walk with your head down, don’t walk with your arms crossed, look around where 
you are, choose well-lit streets, don’t go by yourself, walk in numbers. Be aware of the cars 
around you, take license numbers down.” 

Both urge people who've been assaulted to contact them with their stories, regardless of 
when they happened.And when they've gathered enough data they want to hold a community 
meeting and share the results. They want to gather input from the community to find out what 
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we can do about the violence on our streets and assure anyone who sends in a story that their 
anonymity is guaranteed. 


“The overall objective right now is to gauge the level of violence, because nobody is taking 
this down. It’s going to take some time to get the word out there that we're serious about 
wanting this information,’ Herman says. 


“We have to make this clear that it’s not only the GBLT community, it's happening to straight 
people, too,” Steele stresses, citing the case of a straight couple who were assaulted with a 
baseball bat on Beach Avenue. “[The police] are trying to lump it into certain categories. 
They're trying to lump bashings together as a gay assault, or a lesbian or transgendered assault. 
The bottom line is, it’s an assault.” 


“My thrust has always been that with any kind of assault, especially with gay bashings, is that 
it's hate motivated. It’s up to the judicial system to determine whether it’s a hate crime or not. 
But as a citizen you have the right to the police to respond to it,’ Herman says.

Liaison with police evolves. 


The Community Policing Centre Program in the West End has been invaluable in providing 
the GLBT community with a method of communicating basic community needs to the people 
entrusted with protecting us. They have given the police a presence in the community and many 
of us have gotten to know the officers working there as people, rather than as uniforms. But 
now the funding is running out. 


Community leader Jim Deva attended a meeting with the Chief of Police Jamie Graham to 
discuss what's happening now and what residents can expect in the future for the program. 


“Recently the provincial funding has been cut so there’s $150,000 missing from the commu- 
nity policing budget,” Deva says.““The city has agreed to pay for it up until June, then there is no 
money for it whatsoever for our eighteen Community Police Officers in Vancouver” 


Deva believes the issue to be very serious and he and the police chief discussed alternatives 
including restructuring. One idea is to reduce the number of officers to twelve and amalgamate 
some of the offices to improve efficiency. 


Although some of the community centres have problems with their boards and volunteers, 
Deva praises the Davie Street office. 


“The Davie Street centre has been really revitalized since the gay and lesbian community has 
gotten involved about a year ago. We have a lot of volunteers and a lot of great projects 
happening and we have lots of plans for the future. Hopefully, our CPC won't be cut, but we 
don’t really know at this point,” he says. 


The chief of police wanted to stress that this was the beginning of the planning process. Deva 
and several others wanted to stress to him the importance of keeping the community involved 
in community policing and believes the community needs some power over the policing in each 
of its communities. 


“| think he [the police chief] got the message loud and clear, but how it's going to be resolved 
is really unclear, Deva says. “The budget has been totally destroyed.” He also pointed out that 
the new budget money would come entirely from the Vancouver. Police Department. 
“VVherever the money comes from, the power comes from.” 


Despite the upcoming cuts to the community policing program, the West End won't be losing 
some of its most important resources. For the first time, the Prideline [the successor to the 
defunct Bashline] has a worker, paid for by victim services, to do one-on-one counselling with 
people who have been bashed or have had problems with the Bashline. 


“We also have Roz Shakespeare, who is a Vancouver Police Department member and the 
first transsexual police officer in Canada. She’s working out of the CPC... on specifically gay and 
lesbian issues,” Deva says. The community also has a lesbian police officer working full-time at 
the CPC, who will act as a liaison between the community and the police—another first for 
the community. 


At this time, we're actually getting more resources and programs to service the community 
but Deva still worries about the impact the cuts may have. He is concerned about losing the 
momentum we've built and stressed the importance of building a safety net for the people of 
the West End. 


One of the things working in favour of the Davie St. CPC is the fact that it’s a low-cost opera- 
tion. We have a strong spirit of volunteerism as well as a dedicated volunteer co-ordinator. 
There is a recognition in the community that the office is important and people are coming out 
to support it. 


One option that Deva and the chief of police discussed was the possibility of the commu- 
nity doing fundraising for the CPC. 


“He doesn’t think it’s appropriate for the CPCs to be fund-raising. He thinks that isn’t the 
job of policing,’ Deva says, while stressing the importance of the community chipping in to 
support the programs they believe in.“‘! say, if they go out and fundraise then they are making 
contact with the community and that creates that partnership that's important in community 
policing” W

Press play and 
let’s get started

Welcome to REView. Abandon ye all hope of a benign and harmonious society, 
plug in those earphones, dim the lights and press play. REView promises to reveal 
certain undisclosed data tidbits of the music and club culture that invades both our 
wakeful time and our subconscious. In here, you will find closed captions of the third 
kind, club culture lingo, CD reviews, show reviews, contests, giveaways, subliminal 
messages and unconventional terms of endearment passed along to you and yours. 


As a prologue to this column, REView’s main reporter decided to take it upon 
himself to meditate on Vancouver’s most prolific and high-profile record label, 
Nettwerk Productions. 


With a new year dawning on the label, its first three releases come up like a menu 
at a fine dining restaurant. First up, we have FC Kahuna with their release Machine 
Says Yes. One would think that this would make for a good appetizer, as it tweaks 
and bleeps through eleven tracks of machine-based quirkiness. Cutting edge, but 
definitely for armchair aficionados with ears attuned to accessible, futuristic acid 
house with some “silicon soul” thrown in for good measure. Yep, it’s got 
vocals—something that may be lacking in most electronic music of today. 


Next up, turn up the volume and bestow kudos upon D} Noel Sanger as he drifts 
through two CDs of progressive house club music with nods to tribal jabs, break- 
beat and vocal tunes. Summerbreeze 2 may be a bit dragging at times, but the merit 
of progressive house music is in its voyage, not in its immediate punch or delivery. 
It teases the listener, and maintains our interest until the climax is reached, and vise 
grip loosened. While Disc One merely focuses on minimal progressive and tech 
house, Disc Two is more vocal and uplifting that a “near-end” set promises. 


By now, the volume is maxed, Andy Hunter is up to the plate with his release 
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Exodus. While one would be a bit resigned to label this as “Christian dance music”, 
take away any preconceived misconceptions and this is banging stuff. It is sequenced 
like a DJ set, whereas the first few songs are breakbeat onslaughts with smashing 
percussion, which then flows into vocal trance and ends with uplifting progressive 
house that flies the listener into oblivion. Be on the lookout for the Amazing vocal- 
induced trance track with remixes from Fade and Brother Brown to fill those dance- 
floors. He may not be a prophet, but Hunter’s music and message carries the listener 
into easily identifiable rhythms and melodic house. 


Once the peak has gone, and the morning sun relays promises of a new day, slip 
into a chill-out vibe and plug into the “Verbrilli Sound” of downtempo tunes that the 
Vancouver label Upstairs Recordings has become synonymous with. With a 
marketing and distribution agreement inked with Upstairs Recordings, Nettwerk 
delivers this collection of blissful, downtempo tunes to bring in a soothing end to an 
otherwise banging bender. It doesn’t get any better than this as ten tracks weave a 
lullaby and prepare you for a precious slumber. 


Nettwerk promises much more in terms of its electronic path. One could say that 
the label is willing to take chances and to sign on with major players of the Euro- 
scene, who have yet to make an impact on the North American audiences. Let’s hope 
they do. 


On the eve of Valentine’s Day, DJ Dimitri from Paris laid a promethean groove that 
was more Studio 54 than A Night At The Playboy Mansion. The Commodore was 
lamé’d with clubbers and martini-huggers, but not a Playboy bunny in sight. While the 
opening DJ was drudging through disco-flavoured house with the immeasurable task 
of getting booties on the floor, Dimitri’s set was full-on vocal house, peaking at la.m. 
With a nod to the past via the second, third, and fourth movements from the epic 
Giorgio Moroder-Donna Summer collaboration on | Feel Love, and Lil Louis’s opus 
French Kiss, Dimitri’s intricacy helped define the spirit of Valentine’s Day in 
Vancouver whether you were dancing alone to your own beat, or sharing the floor 
with a hottie.

It all began in the fall when, 
in the absence of any details, allegations of gross financial 
mismanagement were levelled at the Society. The grumbling of the Davie St. and 
Commercial Drive rumour mills quickly grew to a roaring crescendo. People wanted 
accountability—a whipping boy... and not in that Friday-night-at-the-Pumpjack kind of way.

Another Valentine’s Day has come and gone. Thank god. The occasion makes me 
absolutely crazy—hello commercialization, so long romantic originality. It’s enough to 
make a boy want to swear off this love thing forever. The cupids, the red roses and 
the obligatory romantic evening—l’m over it and think it’s tacky. But, as | learned 
during a recent speed dating party, tacky can sometimes be a fun step on the road to 
love. 


Here’s the essence of speed dating: you pay $45 to go on twenty-five, three-minute 
dates. When you arrive at the venue you're given a tag on which to write your name 
and you're assigned a number (I was Rick, # 9). You also get a scorecard (I’m not sure 
how literally you’re supposed to take the word ‘score’). After each ‘date’ a train 
whistle blows and you then write a ‘yes’ or a‘no’ on the scorecard next to your date’s 
ID number.

Ragna 
Stamm’ler, co-chair of the company, says that the gay community overall has been a 
tough egg to crack.

“Gay men are so in touch with what’s new and hip,” she says. “I think they are 
leery to try something new like this unless they think it’s cool. The men that come 
out to the events are serious about meeting someone—and they’re not out to play 
games.” 


What? No games? How does that work? During the hurried event, however, | 
could see her point. All the men | met were sincere about wanting to meet someone. 
| had a lot of good (albeit brief) conversations with some very interesting men. A 


sincere moment can go a long way. 


A former colleague of mine, during a 
speed dating event last year, met the 
man he’s now dated for almost a year. 
They’re completely in love. | think they 
even like Valentine’s Day. And to think 
all their lovesick, gushing mushiness 
began with a three-minute conversa- 
tion. Yet, what single person doesn’t 
hope they’ll meet someone they truly i 
connect with? Speed dating is just one 
more way to do it.

In the end, | didn’t find myself inter- 
ested in dating anyone | met, but who doesn’t 
love a fun social outing? The whole thing

| met instead of just the ‘yes’ or ‘no’ choices. Just because | don’t want to date them 
doesn’t mean | don’t think they’d be fun to hang out with, which gives the concept a 
whole other dimension.
